For  the  widening  of  the  alley  between  kinnaird  Avenue  and  Packard 
Avenue  from  the  alley  West  of  Indiana  Avenue  to  the  alley  East  of  Beaver 
Avenue;  also  for  the  vacation  of  the  alley  East  of  Beaver  Avenue  from 
kinnaird  Avenue  to  the  first  alley  South. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen  the  alley  between 
kinnaird  Avenue  and  Packard  Avenue  from  the  alley  West  of  Indiana  Avenue 
to  the  alley  -last  of  Beaver  Avenue;  also  to  vacate  the  alley  East  of 
Beaver  Avenue  from  kinnaird  Avenue  to  the  first  alley  South. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alley  widening  and  vacation 
as  above  described,  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  proposed  alley  widening  and  vacation  as  above  described  is 
described  as  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  not  occupied  by  streets 
or  alleys,  lying  South  of  kinnaird  Avenue,  West  of  Indiana  Avenue, 

North  of  Packard  Avenue  and  East  of  Beaver  Avenue. 

The  above  alley  vacation  is  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  to  at  all  times  maintain  therein  the  public  sewer 
therein  located  and  subject  to  the  right  of  the  said  city  to  enter 
upon  said  abovementioned  vacated  alley  for  the  purpose  of  making 
repairs  or  otherwise  as  herein  set  out  and  that  any  obstructions 
hereinafter  made  upon  the  same  by  any  property  owner  or  owners  of 
property  abutting  thereon,  interfering  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
in  the  exercise  of  their  easement  herein  reserved  shall  be  removed  by 
the  said  Board  at  the  expense  of  said  property  owner  or  owners. 

The  cost  of  said  alley  widening  and  vacating  as  above  described 
and  all  expenses  connected  therewith  shall  be  assessed  against  the 
property  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands 
affected  by  the  above  described  alley  widening  and  alley  vacation  being 
situated  in  the  Northwest  Quarter  of  Section  14,  Township  30  North, 

Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne , Indiana . ^
